The Israel government’s in- 
sistence that UN Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 need not apply 
to the West Bank is at the crux of 
the present near-deadlock in the 
peace talks, according to certain 
Israeli and other sources. It is 
also expected to be the focus of 
the White House discussions 
between President Carter and 
Premier Begin and their top 
ministers on March 14-15. 

The government's doctrine on 
242 came to the surface during 
the talks with U.S. roving am- 
bassador Alfred Atherton last 
week, and it bas hung over his 
shuttle efforts since then. 

Foreign diplomatic sources say 
that Israel's allegations that Egypt 
has hardened its stance should be 
seen against this backdrop. They 
thus imply that the hardening has 
been on both sides. And they add, 
moreover, that some of the Israeli 
allegations are not accurate. 

Within the government coalition 

some uncomfortable stirrings are 
detectable among some of the doves, 
but these are not Hkely to be publicly 
aired until Begin, Foreign Minister 
Dayan and Defence Minister Weiz- 
man return from Washington. 
. Inthe Labour opposition, however, 
there is gathering outspokenness 
against the government's position. 
Former Premier Yitzhak Rabin says 
that Egypt's sudden realization that 
Israel rejects Resolution 242 on the 
‘West Bank is the major factor in the 
developing deadlock. Former 
foreign minister Abba Eban says 
that if Premier Begin had made his 
position on 242 clear earlier he would 
not have earned any favourable 
American or other western com- 
ments for his peace plan. 

Eban also argues that Israel may 
be legally and politically committed 
‘to the acceptance of 242 on all fronts, 
since it gave its solemn assent to this 
interpretation in August 1970. (It was 
, because of this that that Likud left 
the national unity government.) 
.But Minister without Portfolio 
(and close Begin confidant) Haim 
Landau said categorically yesterday 
that, ‘for Israel, 242 does not mean 
withdrawal on all fronts." He told 
The Jerusalem Post that this was 
one of the cardinal planks of the 
government's policy, and it, would 
not shift on this point.

The lengthy Siegel speech, which

Heart-transplant 
patient gets up

PETAH TIKVA. — The condition of 
Ma'ed Abdullah Azzam, who receiv- 
ed a heart transplant eleven days 
ago, improved considerably yester- 
day, the spokesman of Beilingon 
Medical Centre said yesterday. 

He ate a ‘hearty breakfast,"" and 
shortly afterwards {with the help of 
nurses) left his bed and walked 
several times around it until he felt a 
bit tired, Azzam returned to his bed 
to read, watch TV, and receive 
visitors. 

Azzam also “put away a hefty 
lunch and dinner," the spokesman 
said. - 

Although all this indicates that he 
is on the way to recovery, his doc. 
tors, headed by Prof. Maurice Levy, 
warned vesterday that ‘‘he is stil] in 
the critical first stage of his con- 
valescence."' It wil! take several 
more days before this stage ends. So 
far, no signs of rejection have 
appeared. 

All medical tests, such as the elec- 
trocardiogram, have been satisfac- 
tory, and he is no longer continuous- 
ly ‘‘hooked up’’ to electronic 
monitoring equipment. His 
breathing is satisfactory for his con- 
dition.

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut Trade

Two get life sentences in 
Petah Tikva drug murder 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Two men were 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
district court here yesterday for 
their parts in the “murder among 
brothers"’ in Petah Tikva last 
August. A third accused, who turned 
state's witness, was deacribed by the 
judges as having been the instigator, 
the planner and the moving spirit 
behind the murder. He did not stand 
trial and was allowed to leave the 
country after giving his evidence. 

The two menu convicted of the 
murder of rival drug-dealer Eli 
Azulai were Yitzhak Ohana, 21, and 
Viron Elroy, 30, both of Petah Tikva. 

The man who went free is Meir 
Zahiran, 28. 3 

_Azulai was shot and killed in the 
course of a struggle in the flat of 
Viron Elroy on the night of August 5, 
prosecutor Edna Arbel told the 
court. After the killing, th: accused 


put the body in a suitcase and took it 
to an abandoned site next to a nearby 
Orange grove where they had 
previously stored tires, kerosene and 
digging equipment — and burnt as 
much of it as they could. The rest 
they dismembered, scattering some 
parts in the surrounding area and 
burying the reat. 

- A fourth acéused, Nissim Alon, 
nicknamed "Black Max,"’ was 
sentenced to four and a half years 
imprisonment for supplying the 
murder weapon, 2 pistol. 


-When sentence was passed 
members of the accused's families 
caused a disturbance in the court, 
and the mother of Yitzhak Ohana 
Suffered an attack of hysterics and 
had to receive medical treatment. 
The accused themselves showed no 
sign of emotiin. 


Bank may drop interest on Swiss francs .

The Bank of Israel is considering 
dropping the rate of interest on 
fixed-term deposits of German 
reparations in Swiss francs, The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday. 

Steps taken by the Swiss govern- 
ment to stem its currency's rise 
succeeded for about one day, but by 
yesterday ‘afternoon the U.S. dollar 
was down again. 

The Bank of Israel now pays in- 
terest of 4.5 per cent on reparations 
paid in German marks or Swiss 
frances. But in most other currency 
markets, elther no interest or low in- 
terest is paid — about 0.13 per cent 
on francs and 3.5 per cent on marks. 

For the first time, banks in Israel

Compromise reached on moving 
flocks of Negev Beduin

BEERSHEBA. — Aluf (res.) 
Avraham Yoffe, head of the Nature 
Reserves Authority, yesterday 
agreed on behalf of Agriculture 
Minister Arie] Sharon, not to take 
immediate action on the removal! of 
flocks belonging to Negev Bedutn if 
they are found grazing farther north. 


The Beduin had been given until 
today to register their flocks with the 
government or have them removed. 
After a rush during the past two 
days, about 90,000 Beduin-owned 
sheep and goats have so far been 
registered. The Ministry of 
Agriculture estimates that total 
livestock owned by Beduin is closer 
to 200,000 head. 

Because of the drought in the 
Negev this year, there has been a 
shortage of grazing land there, and 
many shepherds have moved their 
flocks north. 


A After meeting with seven Beduin 
sheikhs from the Negev yesterday, 
Yoffe told The Jerusalem Post that 
he had agreed to allow registered 
sheep to go on grazing in the North, 
because of the drought, but he was 
insisting that black goats be brought 
south, to the Kiryat Gat area. 

Yoffe said that he would hold off 
until the end of the weaning season 


before taking action against Beduin 
who did not register their animals in 
time. But by the end of April, action 
will definitely be taken, he said. He 
would not specify what he meant by 
“action.” 

In addition to the planned restric- 
tion on the import of frozen lamb, to 
ereate favourable marketing con- 
ditions for Beduin livestock, Yoffe 
disclosed that he has suggested the 
ereation of a special Ministry of 
Agriculture fund to subsidize Beduin 
who reduce their flocks. 

Former Alignment MK Sheikh 
Hamad Abu Rabiya said after 
yesterday's meeting that he is 
pessimistic about the agreement's 
chances of holding up. He said that 
he was aware of the shortage of graz- 
ing land in the Negev, and realized 
that the flocks would eventually 
have to be reduced. 

Yesterday’s meeting approved a 
one-third discount for Beduin 
farmers on the purchase of wheat 
seed and fodder, to compensate 
them for the current drought. Also 
approved wag continued develop- 
ment of four urban -Beduin 
settlements in the Negev. 

As for the iliegal building of houses 
by Beduin in the region, Yoffe said 
yesterday that the problem had been 
solved and the illegal building 
stopped.

NAIROBI (UPI). — The Ethiopian 
Government yesterday said it haa 
reopened a portion of the rail ine 
running from Addis Ababa to the in- 
dustrial centre of Dire Dawa in the 
northern Ogaden region.

Rhodesians admit raid into 
neighbouring Botswana 


SALISBURY (AP). — Rhodesia has 
admitted that its troops launched a 
raid across the border into 
neighbouring Botswana on Monday 
and clashed with troops of the black- 
ruled state. 

The military command here sald 
yesterday that the troops had been 
pursuing black Rhodesian 
guerrillas. 

Earlier yesterday, a Botswana 
defence force jan reported 
from the capital of Gaborone that a 
mobile army patrol of about 80 
soldiers had been ambushed by 
Rhodesian troops in northeastern 
Botswana. 

Botswana Vice-President Quett 
Masire subsequently told the 
Botswana parliament that 15 
Botswana soldiers and two civilians 
were killed and eight soldiers wound- 
ed, three critically. 


“This is an act of an insane regime 
which is purporting to negotiate a 
peaceful settlement in Salisbury 
while its agents are massacring 
nationals of neighbouring countries, 
in those countries," Masire said.

MANAGUA. — Twelve people were

Saccharin less risky than 
overweight, says U.S. doctor 


WASHINGTON (AP). — If using 
saccharin keeps a person from gain- 
ing weight, the long-term cancer risk 
from the artificial sweetener is far 
less than the increased health risks 
caused by excess weight, according 
to a statistical analysis. 

Dr. Bernard L. Cohen, a Universi- 
ty of Pittsburgh physicist specializ- 
ing in risk assessment, said on Mon- 
day that preliminary data indicate 
that the benefits of drinking a 
saccharin-sweetened diet soft drink 
exceed the risk if the drink prevents 
@ person from taking in just one ad- 
ditional calorie. 

Cohen cautioned that his 
statistical conclusions are based 
upon the limited saccharin-bladder 
cancer risk data now available and 
that the results could change as 


ongoing studies provide more infor- 
mation. " 

““The conclusion also depends upon 
the extent to which saccharin helps 
prevent caloric intake,” Cohen said 
in an interview. 


* “1¢ you have a diet drink instead of 
8. piece of pie, then there ia a 
benefit,"’ he continued. “If you use a 
diet drink as an excuse to eat the pie, 
then you lose the benefit.” 


In a report in the current issue of 
“Science” magazine, Cohen con- 
cludes that drinking a diet soda daily 
during an entire lifetime cuts Hie ex- 
pectancy by nine seconds per 12- 
oul once serving. This compares with a 
decreased [76 expectancy of 12 
minutes for every cigarette smoked, 


Spanish theatre group on

“The fact that Jordan's Crown 
Prince said he saw no reason why we 
couldn't shoot our film in both coun- 
tries makes ne wonder if there real- 
ly is all that animosity between 
Israel and Jordan that we hear 
about,” says Wayne.

Wayne remains proud of his con- 
tribution to “Cast a Giant Shadow," 
which he calis ‘‘a pretty good 
propaganda film.’’

ἃ star-studded $750-a-couple gala 
dinner. The gold and silver framed 
certificate “‘for excellence fn the per- 
forming arts" hangs in Wayne's den, 
not far from his treasured Oscar. 

According to Hebrew University 
spokesmen here, Wayne ‘‘and hig 
friends** have established a 
fellowship fund which will permit 
Israeli. professora and students to 
Pursue research abroad. 

What makes Wayne a supporter of 
Hebrew University? (Unconfirmed 
reports have him arriving in 
Jerusalem in April for the dedication 
of the Frank Sinatra International 
Student Centre on Mt. Scopus.) 

“Tam most respectful of the un- 
iversity for its attitude,” explains 
the 70-year-old actor. “The student 


body and faculty go beyond creed, 


race, and religion. I think it's a 
wonderful example of what Israelis 
are trying to do, especially when you 
consider that Jews themselves have. 
been so dis¢riminated against." 


AMIABLE, talented Mike Burstyn 
packed a standing-room-only crowd 
into the Los Angeles Wilshire Ebell 
Temple recently and so delighted the 
primarily Jewish audience with his 
repertoire of Hebrew.

He dis- 
pensed with clapper-board discipline 
and often rolled the camera when the 
cast was least aware. 

Yosha saya he made ‘‘Rocking- 
horse" because he believed in it. 
Commercial success was not his 
prime motivation, although he would 
welcome it. He knows the film's 
faults and sees them as part of a 
learning process. He confesses that, 
despite his hesitancy and contradic- 
tions, given ἃ strong enough subject, 
he will probably direct another. 


ro MUSIC REVIEWS 


SEAN PIERRE JUMEZ — Guitar Recital 


A CLASSICAL guiter recital is by 
nature a relaxing musical ex- 
perience, provided, of course, that 
the performing artist is a 
professional of high standards. The 
fihe acoustics of the auditorium at 
the Israel Museum are most con- 
ducive to full enjoyment of offerings, 
and the commentaries of the artist 
about the pieces to be played were 
helpful and informative. Only the 
dull stage and its drab background 
were a disturbing factor — and this 
in'a beautiful building devoted to art. 

“As for the music, the biggest part 
oft'the programme was taken up by 
music from Spain and South 
America, but Mr. Jumez understood 
how to give variety and contrast 
through the inclusion of Five Dances 
frem the Italian Renaissance and ἃ 
Suite for Lute by Bach. Contem- 
porary writing was also not 
neglected and the artist said that one 
should not think of the guitar as only 
an instrument of the past. 

An impeccable technical skill (on- 
ly the intricate polyphony of Bach's 
Lute Suite nearly proved a stumbi- 
ing block twice), unerring 
rhythmical precision and a wide 


scale of delicately shaded 
sonorities and tonal inflections made 
this recital a pleasure to behold from 
beginning to end. 

YOHANAN BOEHM 
HAIFA CHAMBER MUSIC SOCIETY. 
Concert No. 1. The Israel Quartet (Halfa, 
Beth Harofeh. Haydn: String Quartet in D 
Major Op. δέ No. & (Lark); Ravel: String 
Quartet in F Major. Beethoven: String 
Quartet In E flat Major Op. 74 (Harp) 


‘THE Haydn called “The Lark” 
because of the violin's high 
bird-like notes, at the start of the first 
movement, was given a dedicated 
performance. Strength blended with 
lyricism and forma} elegance, 
seriousness with relief-giving 
humour. 

Ravel's charming work was 
presented with accuracy and sen- 
sitivity, stressing its delicacy of 
melodic and rhythmical devices as 
well as its special atmosphere of con- 
trasting moods. 

The Beethoven Quartet (‘'The 
Harp") — so-called bacause the piz- 
zicato arpeggios in the first move- 
ment suggest that instrument — 
received a fine reading faithful to the 
music's spirit. 

In sum, a most enjoyable evening 
with a musical group of outstanding 
quality, which maintained a high 
level of team-work.

At 
present, the disease is controlled by 
applying several drops’ of pilocar- 
pine to each eye several times ἃ day. 
immediately after application vision 
is blurred for some time, often up to 
90 minutes. Due to this, and the fact 
that the treatment often leads to in-

On the other hand, the Ocusert is 
inserted under either the upper or 
lower eyelid once a week.

“L400 for a month's supply. 

The “specific target medicine" 
concept is demonstrated even better 
by the intra-uterine device. Normal- 
ly the Pill has some side effects, 
since it is taken in considerable 
quantities throughout the year and 
circulates “throughout the entire 
body. To ensure enough of the hor- 
mone reaching the proper quarter, 


considerable doses must be taken. - 


Placing the device loaded with the 
hormones in the desired location

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Politics vs Zionism 
WHATEVER ELSE it may have been, a greatly insplring occa- 
sion the Zionist Congress that closed in Jerusalem last night was 


not. 


The direction of the Congress was determined in advance by 
the recent political transition in Israel. This made it certain, in- 
deed inevitable, that there should be a change-of-guard within 
the Zionist movement as well. The question was only how much 
of a change, in what manner, and to what purpose. 

Mr. Duizin's election as the new chairman of the Zionist ex- 
ecutive — and therefore chairman of the Jewish Agency as well 
— was not contested. Some of the delegations that supported it, 
notably Labour's. no doubt, did so in the hope that it would put 
them ahead in the line for posts on the new executive. This is 


norma! politics. 


Once confirmed in office, however, Mr. Dulzin showed 
himself, surprisingly, rather less than obliging. Surprisingly, 
because his Labour predecessors. for all their sins of omission 
and commission, never claimed the best of the spoils for their 
victorious party. Mr. Dulzin himself. a General Zionist (now 
Likud) stalwart, it may be recalled, was treasurer in a Labour- 


led executive. 


Late last night, the new chairman was able to present to the 
Congress a wall-to-wall coalition — but only of sorts. Four key 
posts remained to be filled. One of these was that of treasurer, 
which Labour is demanding as of right. 

Besides the distribution of portfolios there seemed to be only 
one other topic which appeared to excite the attention of 
Congress members — and, in addition, drew widespread public 
notice. Interestingly, it did not bear directly on Zionism's 
traditional main concerns of aliya and absorption. 

The one great innovation of the twenty-ninth Congress was the 
avowal, at Labour's behest, of "πὸ principle of equal value and 
status of al) trends of Judaism." 

Long overdue, considering the contribution of non-Orthodox 
rabbis to the progress of Zionism over the decades, this affirma- 
tion of Jewish religious pluralism could scarcely be delayed 
after the Conservative and Reform movements joined the World 
Zionist Organization, as they did just recently. But it was 
heatedly protested by the Mizrahi's Orthodox delegation, which 
even threatened to bolt over the issue. 

At their insistence, and with the connivance of the Likud, a 
repeat vote was forced through. The Congress, unswayed by the 
Orthodox argument, and unimpressed by the riotous conduct of 
some of its supporters, would not budge. This happened on Mon- 
day. On Tuesday the Congress went further, recommending, 
again at Labour's suggestion, that Conservative and Reform 
rabbis be granted full recognition in Israel. 

The Mizrahi (NRP} faction did not even deign to take part in 
this vote, while the Likud (not necessarily reflecting the views 
of all its members) abstained..A Likud spokesman announced 
that the resolution cannot bind the Government of Israel. 

Certainly it cannot. But it is not too much to say that it ex- 
presses the sense of democratic unity that informs the majority 
of the Zionist movement, and the rejection by most Israeli 
citizens of Orthodoxy's enforced monopoly of Judaism. Indeed 
there is reason to believe that it articulates the national consen- 
sus better than the formal (and admittedly binding) 
agreements on religious affairs that are the cornerstone of the 


present coalition. 


At least for having pointed the way to a moral liberal concept 
of Jewish solidarity, the Congress deserves a warm round of 


applause. 


POSTSCRPTS Sea 


WHEN former President Nixon held 
“open house" at San Clemente last 
Sunday, there were thousands of 
visitors — but no host in sight. 
Many of the 7800 callers, who paid 
$2.50 per. head for the privilege of 
seeing what was once called the 
‘Western White House, were disap- 
pointed. One woman, AP reports, 
said, ‘I just wish the Nixons had 
come out and waved to us."" Others 
complained that the 10 minute drive 
around the grounds was too brief and 
they couldn't take photographs 
because the buses drove too fast. 
“Like everything Nixon's done, he 
promised more than he delivered," 
one disgruntled young man said. 
The invisible Nixon managed, 
however, to smuggle some personal 
publicity into the tour, which he had 
permitted as a benefit for San 
Clemente’s 50th birthday 
celebrations. A tape recording on 
each of the tour buses announced 
that ‘‘The former President 1a in his 
office at this moment, finishing the 
final draft of his memoirs, which will 
be published in May."' The tape. 
prepared with the help of Mrs. Nix- 
on, also included a comment on lack 
‘of funds for replying to all his mail. 
As the buses departed, AP reports 
-- after six minutes on Nixon's per- 
sonal property and four minutes in 
what were once Administration of- 
-fices — the callers were given @ par- 
ting message, in a deep male voice.

INDECISIVENESS can algo be 
policy., as the government 
demonstrated this week in its deci- 
sion not to decide on settlements in 
the territories. This is a far cry from 
the early. heady days of the Likud 
regime, when everyone said, ‘Ah, at 
last there is someone in charge.” 

Anyone in the government with an 
ear to the ground might sense the 
growing disappointment that it 
appears to be just as indecisive on, 
the home front as was the Rabin 
government. 

People don't even raise the quea- 
tion of election promises: they speak 
about a big bang lke the new 
economic policy, which has petered 
out, not to mention ever-increasing 
inflation, and the Prime Minister's 
being too deeply Involved in the elec- 
tion of the new Jewish Agency 
Treasurer to notice the wave of 
strikes threatening to paralyse ma- 
jor areas of the country's life. 

The sense of disappointment ex- 
tends to non-domestic policies, too. 
Until this week, Premier Begin had 
done little to check Agriculture 
Minister Sharon, and allowed to pasa 
without comment the outrageous 
statement of the minister's aide that 
“settlements in Sinai are more im- 
portant than the negotiations with 
Egypt." 

To judge by hints emanating from 
circles close to the Premier, his 
patience with the impetuous Sharon 
is being increasingly taxed. The 
word “unpredictable is the kindest 
term one now hears when the 
minister's name comes up. Having 
co-opted him into the Cabinet at the 
expense of Herut, over the protests 
of his lieutenants, Begin now finds 
his former favourite ("πον 
general’’ was one appellation) 
leading the revolt of the faithful over 
his alleged deviation from max- 
imalist orthodoxy. Begin has dis- 
covered that his old ploy of giving his 
would-be successors enough rope to 
entangle themselves, has worked 
against him this time. 
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TWO TYPES OF DIPLOMACY | Dry Bones 


NEGOTIATIONS between Israel 
and Egypt are bound to be affected 
and rendered more difficult by the 
basic differences in the character of 
the two regimes. Diplomacy is not an 
ideologically neutral affair. How and 
why states negotiate — their 
methods and objectives — depend 
mainly on their principles of govern- 
ment. The diplomacy of a govern- 
ment based on pluralism, freedom of 
discussion and compromise will 
differ profoundly from the 
diplomacy of a government based on 
conformity, propaganda and coer- 
cion. When such governments 
negotiate with each other, mis- 
understandings and miscalculations 
inevitably result. 

_ Harold Nicolson, a student as well 
as a practitioner of diplomacy, 
makes a fundamental distinction 
between ‘‘military'’ or martial 
diplomacy, and ‘'civilian"’’ or 
democratic diplomacy. Whereas 
martial diplomacy regards negotia- 
tion between adversary states as a 
form of warfare pursued by other 
means, democratic diplomacy — 
largely the product of commercial or 
‘pourgeois societies — regards 
negotiation between adversaries as 
ἃ means of conciliation requiring 
mutual concessions leading to 
lasting agreement and peace. 

The methods of martial diplomacy 
resemble a military campaign or a 
series of manoeuvres the ultimate 
goal of which is. victory over the 
enemy, if not his complete destruc- 
tion. The purpose of negotiation is to 
outflank your opponent, to weaken 
him by all manner of attacks. If the 
opponent is a liberal democracy, 
attempts will be made to man- 
ipwlate public opinion through the 
mass media with the aim of under- 
mining popular support for the 
government's negotiating position. 
Efforts will also be made to divide 
the government itself by subtle 
appeals to political factions and op- 
position leaders. And, of course, 
there will be attempts to drive a 
wedge between the government and 
118 allies. The principle is ‘divide 
and conquer." 

The tactics of martial diplomacy 
against democracies are also 
military in character. 

First of all there is the use of sur- 
prise — what Nicolson calls 
“sudden” or shock diplomacy. Its 
purpose is te demonstrate strength, 
to cause concern and confusion, and 
thereby to increase the opportunity 
for direct and indirect pressure. 

Then there is the extensive use of 
deception. Negotiating demands are 
couched in moralistic and 
democratic language. To spread the 
glad tidings of peace to the unwary 
or to promote division in the ranks of 
the enemy, flattering interviews are 
granted to susceptible journalists, 
newcasters, and other opinion- 
makers. Statements are issued to 
promote good-will and a sense of 
security before turning to more 
ageressive offensives, such as 
propaganda campaigns designed to 
alienate the enemy's alles. Some of 
these statements are so palpably 
mendacious as to create doubt as to 
their very mendacity or at least their 
malevolence. 

While martial diplomacy attempts 
to disarm the adversary through 
guile and professions of peace, these- 
attempts are punctuated by veiled 
and leas-than-veiled threats of war.

BEGIN-WATCHERS say he is not 
over-comfortable with his defence 
minister. He is about as forgiving to 
Weizman for having engineered the 
Likud electoral victory as the 
French are to the British and the’ 
Americans for rescuing them in two 
world wars. He is not one to forget 
Weizman's opposition toe him back in 
1974, yet he relies upon Weizman's 
control of the Herut party machine 
to ensure the endorsement of govern- 
ment policy. 

Begin was far from ecstatic over 
the way President Sadat played up

merely reflects the basic character 
of dictatorial regimes. 

Obviously, trust, fair-dealing, and 
conciliation are not easy under such 
a system of negotiation. A conces- 
sion made, a treaty concluded, is‘apt 
to be regarded not as a final settle- 
ment of a conflict, but evidence of 
weakness and retreat, as an advan- 
tage which must soon be exploited in 
preparation of further advances and 
triumphs. Here martial diplomacy is 


aided by the fact that liberal. 


democracies, more than other kinds 
of regimes, ardently desire peace 
and, if pressed, will more readily 
make further concessions, even to 
the extent of taking ‘‘risks for 
peace." Indeed, the very principle of 
compromise intrinsic to 
democracies renders them more 
yielding than dictatorships. 

Knowing this, the leader of a 
military regime — and many 
clvilian dictatorships are in fact 
animated by military principles — 
will launch his campaign of 
diplomacy from a negotiating posi- 
tion involving impossible demands 
from which he will hardly deviate. 
(Indeed, dictators cannot 
retreat from publicly stated 
positions without endangering their 
own domestic authority.) Now, 
calculating upon the divisions ih- 
herent in pluralistic societies, he will 
seek to manoeuvre his opponent into 
negoflating with himself. He will try 
to force his adversary into 
piecemeal surrender or into a 
militarily indefensible position. The 
morality of martial diplomacy is 
quite simple: ‘‘What's mine ia mine 
and what's yours is mine — or at 
least negotiable." Ἐ 


DEMOCRATIC diplomacy, in con- 
trast, is based on the assumption 
that compromise with one's rival is 


generally more profitable than his- 


total destruction. Negotiation is not 
merely a phase in a death-struggle, 


but an attempt to reach some. 


durable and mutually satisfying 
agreement. The means used are not 
military tactics but the give-and- 
take of civilian or commercial inter- 
course. The problem is to find some 
middle point between the two 
negotiating positions which, when 
discovered, will reconcile their con- 
flicting interests. And to find that 
middle point, all that is required is 
goodwill, frank discussion, and com- 
promise. 

The general tendency of martial 
diplomacy is to over-estimate the 
ability of fear or the threat of force to 
produce intimidation. The general 
tendency of democratic diplomacy is 
to over-estimate the ability of reason 
or discussion to produce confidence 
and lasting agreement. This tenden- 
ey of democratic diplomacy results 
in a number of errors 
when confronted by martial 
diplomacy. 

First, there is the error of making 
gratuitous concessions, sometimes 


- ag gestures of goodwill. The hope is 


for reciprocity, hardly to be ex- 
pected, however, from dictatorial 
regimes. As Professor Kissinger has 
written, anyone succeeding in the 
leadership struggles of such regimes 
“‘must be single-minded, un-. 
emotional, dedicated, and, above all, 
magtivated by encrmous desire for 
power."" Nothing in the personal ex- 
perience of such men would lead 
them to accept gestures of goodwill 
at face value. ‘‘Suspiciousness is In- 
herent in their domestic position. It 
is unlikely that their attitude towerd 
the outside world is more benign 
than toward their own colleagues.” 
Second, there is the error of enter- 
ing {nto “agreements in principle" 
which, by their very generality, can 
be stretched beyond their Intended 
meaning or simply violated with im- 
Punity by non-democratic regimes, 
unfettered as they are by opposition 
parties or by a free press. Here, the 
vague and comforting phrases of 
democratic polities, which facilitate 
compromise in a pluralistic society, 
carries over into diplomacy, but only 
to the detriment of democracy. 
(Unlike democratic politics, 
diplomacy requires clarity and 
precision if agreements between 
nations are to be binding and 
durable.) . : 
Third, there is the prejudice that 
international conflict is caused 
primarily by lack of mutual un- 
derstanding — the supposed root of 
mutual fear and suspicion. The 
assumption here ~ so typical of 
lberal or pluralistic societies — is 
that men are by nature benevolent, 
and that through discussion they wil!

discover that what they have in com- 
mon is more important than their 
differences. Hence it is that both the 
naive and the sophisticated often 
think that merely for adversaries to 
meet and talk to each other is 8 
positive step toward peace, when, a8 
history has shown, and as martial 
diplomacy intends, it may only be a 
lull before the storm. 

Guided by the prejudice that what 
men have in common is more im- 
portant than their differences, the 
democratic: school of diplomacy 
tends to minimize the importance of 
conflicting ideologies or thinks they 
can be overcome by cultural ex- 
change and economic relations. 
Given only mutua} tolerance and 
material prosperity, war can be 
made a thing of the past. Such sen- 
timental pragmatism is 
characteristic of bourgeois 
democracies preoccupied as they 
are with the enjoyment of the pre- 
sent. ἢ 

As Mohammed Hassanein Heikal, 
former editor of “Al-Ahram” has 
written: ‘Israelis and Americans 
have always- been at fault in: ap- 
proaching situations in what-.they 
believe to be a strictly pragmatic 
way. They have dealt only with what 
they could see, concentrating on the 
present to the almost total exclusion 
of the past. How often in talks with 
Rogers, Kissinger, and Sisco and 
others has Egypt heard Americans 
say, in effect, ‘We're not interested 
in raking over the past: Let's look at 
the situation as it is today.’ But," 
Heikal reminds his readers, 
“today’s situation is the creation of 
yesterday."” 

Finally, the most serious error and 
weakness of democratic diplomacy 
is that it makes too sharp a distinc- 
tion between peace and war; that is, 
it faila to take sertously the already 
noted fact that for martial 
diplomacy peace is war pursued by 
other means. Stated another way, to 
men of goodwill, unrelenting 
malevolence is incomprehensible. 

From this analysis it would appear 
that, all other things being equal, 
democratic diplomacy cannot com- 
pete succeasfully against martial 
diplomacy. This is the case. To be 
sure, not all other things are equal: 
some things favour democracies. 
But unless democratic societies scon” 
recognize and correct the defects of 
democratic diplomacy — and this 
ean be done without resorting to the 
methods of martial diplomacy — 
whatever advantages democracies 
have over their adversaries may not 
be sufficient to ensure the survival of 
freedom. -
